they labour’d under with Regard to Satir¢, and the 
Ignorance and Want of Letters in the Majority of 
their Audiences ;— inftead of lamenting their De- 
pas, we fhall find great Reafon for admiring their 
Excellencies, awa the amasing Progrefs they made in 
an Art excellent in itfelf, and to which very few Ge- 
sius‘s are equaly with the Helps they have lef. 

When the Repuration of our Stage was every Day 
increafing, and our Pocts feem to have beguo to 


fhe Compofition of their Picees, the unfortunate | 
Cuil War put a Stop to its Progrefs, and tor a long 
Time damp’d the Spirit of the Poets, engagd the 
People’s Attention to their more immediate Interefts, 
an¢ with Monarchy the Mufes feem to have delerted 
the Land. 

At the Reftovation, a general Levity over-run the 
Nation ; nor were the Poets more circum{pe@ than 
other Writers : A Swarm of new Plays foon'appeard, 
the Authors whereof labour’d to out-do each other in 
fetching the Bounds of Modefty to the ucmoft, and 
fome of them by venturing on the Verge of Obice- 
nity, lot their Hold, and fell headlong into fuch 
Defcriptions and Reprefentations as were loath’d by 
every modeft Ear, and afforded but a tranfient De- 
light to fuch Spectators as were not totally abandon’d. 
_ After a Glut of thefe, Theatrick Damnation came 
into Fafhion, and the Dramatick Writers found them- 
elves under a Neceffiry of writing either with Cor- 
nines or Wit; and the latter owing much of its 
Force to the Humour of the Times, many Comedies 
lave reach'd ux, which were rather indulged than 
approved at their firſt Appearance, cither out of Re- 
gitd 10 a fajbionable Diflike of the Chara€ters they 
tapofe, the Figure of their Authors, or the Reception 
given them by Perfonages of the firft Diftinction.
